', who afoze was ſente to her by their Pao 
5 ieſties: In her Letters to the Ryng ſher 
Y complayned chiefly of the rage and paſſion 
e bk the ene mie, ſtretched already ſo far that 
b ineffcct it had confounded the hope of quis 
n et pꝛomiſed in the edict of pacification, not 
only euill obſerued, but altogither reuer⸗ 
e ſed,contrary to the ropall pꝛomyſes of his 
b maie tie to all bis poꝛe ſubiects of the re⸗ 
hs fozmed ſyde, the ſame mouyng by the ſp⸗ 
t⸗ niſter inuentids of the Cardinal ef Lorain, 
n 6 in. as 
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as hauing, by general letters to the parly⸗ 
aments, and others waiten in particular, 
(wyerof her ſelf was witneſſe in C henne) 
bꝛought the effeds of the ſapd edicts bothe 
vain and without execution: beſides whi⸗ 
leſt he kept matters in ſuſpence, he had 
pꝛocured ſuche hozrible and infinite mur⸗ 
ders and abuſed ſo long the milde pacience 
of the pꝛoteſtantes, as thinking vppon no 
bzidle to gouerne his furie, he woulde not 

ſtick to lay hãds of the pꝛinces of the blod, 
whereot ſhe commendeda pꝛeſent and la * 
mentable experience in his conſpiracie a⸗ 
gaynſt the Pzince her bzother, whom his

as ſhee didde aſſuredly ſtay and repoſe hir 
ſe{fe vpon the gadneſſe t natural affectid 
of his maie ſtie enclined rather to noꝛiſh x 
pꝛeſerue than teare 4 rent them vp by the 
rmtes: ſo ſhe beſought him with al humi⸗

God, the kyng, their adherents in bloud, 
and to impugne to the vttermolt of theyz 
lpues and power, the violente malice of 
ſuch as publikely haue entred into conſpi⸗ 
racie agapnſt them: and laſtely to beleue 
that foz theſe thꝛie cauſes onely, they had 

put their weapons betwene their hands, 


leaf they ſhoulde bee vtterly extermined 


from the vie w and face of the earth,accoz- 
ding to their ſiniſter reſolutids, like as al⸗ 
ſoy ſapd Cardinall deuyſed to rauyſh her 
ſon from between her armes, peruerting 
the power 4 authozitie of his maieſtie in⸗ 
to vnnatural violcce,as though the ſimple 
commandement of his maieſtie could not 
ſufficiently gouerne her x ber ſon his mas 
ieſties moſt humble x obcdicnt ſeruants, 
t ſo finally if his maieſtie wold waigh in 
indifferet balance þ faith ol them, and infi- 
delitie of the ſayd Cardinal (meaſuring y 
one + other by a direa « ſtraight lyne) his 
maieſtie (hold fynde moꝛe truthe in their 
effects, than in the woꝛdes of the other. 
In her letters to the Nucene ſhe ſtode 
—_ thze popntes that moued her to 
leaue her houſes, and offer her lyfe, godes

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and all her poſſible meanes to aduaunce 
the cauſe of Keligion : The fyzit was in 
relpedee of the ſeruice of GD, ſeeing the 
Cardinall and his confederates ſtudied to 
rote vp from the earth ſuche as made pꝛo⸗ 
feſlion of the true Religion : ſecondly to 
do ſeruice to the ſouerapntie of the King, 
and with mayne lyfe and godes fo helpe 
that the Cdice of pacification may be ob- 
ſerued, and that Fraunce, the mother colts 
trep and nurſſe of ſo many ſozts of people 
become not barrepn, and ſo ſuffer her chil⸗ 
dꝛen to die: Thirdly that bloud and c ölan⸗ 
guinitie did call her to offer ſuccoure and 
apde to her bzother, harryed and purſued 
(agepnſt the Kyngs will) by the malice 
of ſuche as polſeſſe aboute his perſon ſuch 
place, as no waye is due to them: nep⸗ 
ther can ſher better paynte out the Car⸗ 
dinall than by bys owne colours, that is 
to ſay, as well by a number of tragicall 
and lamẽ table murders, whoſe complaint 
do ſoꝛowfullp ſounde in euerp religious 
eare, as alſo to ſce ſo many deſolate ſoules 
hoping by the edict of pacification to enioy 
a plauſible quiet and reſt in their houſes, 
Fateravie diſperſed to their aduenture, 
and

and cruelly excluded from their ſople of 
naturall and auncient aboade: The ſame 
Cardinall alſo and his wicked adherentes 
puffed vp with a genecall pacience, that 
euerp one hath vſed to their varbarous ti⸗ 
rannie, attempted ageinſt the Pꝛinces of 
the bloude, with intent (in common hikes 
lihod) to rote vp the mapne grafte ⁊ ſtock 
after they had wickedly defaced and ſpoy- 
led v tender bꝛaunches. And bycaule the 
zeale of their Religion did in no ſoꝛte in⸗ 
duce them (as they haue affirmed ) ſhe ſoli⸗ 
cited the Nucene to a remev2aunce of the 
tonſpir acie done the laſte tyme ſhe was 
ſicke, from the whiche the Cardinall of 
Bourbon her bzother was not exempted, 
albeit he was a Catholike. So that it is 
only the bloude of Fraunct whiche gripes 
them ſo at hart, wherof what better erpes 
rience and erample can be aduouchcd,tha 
their vngodly purſuite againſt y Pzince 
of Conde and his little childzen, to whoſe 
ſuccours ( acco2ding to the dutifuil office 
of bloude and kynred) ſhe would neuer 
fayle, deſiring notwithſtanding aboue all 
things, a god peace and ſo well aſſured, 
as the Cardinall of Lorayne noz his adhe- 
Ci. v. rents 
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rentes could eyther diſſolue oz ca ruptt 
it. 


She declared in her letters to the kings 
b:other,how iuſtly ſhe was enticed to her 
tourney to Hergerac, with hope to purſut 
the ful voyage foz the ſeruice of their Pas 
ieſties, with requeſte that it would pleaſe 
him in god earneſt, to put his hand to the 
woꝛke, and belpe to defend the poꝛe coun⸗

After the ſiege of Augouleſae, the ſayd The Princes 
Auzne with the yong Laoye her daugh- Amp. 
ter retired to Kochel, leauing the Pꝛince 
her ſonne in the Campe, whicye akter⸗ 
wardes was called The Campe ot the 
Pꝛinces, bycauſe the ſayd Pꝛinces of Na- 
uarre and Conde tommaunded togither in 
the Armie. 

Mhyles theſe things were thus oꝛde⸗ 
red, the Duke of Amou, bzother to the 
King and Chief ouer the Catholpkes, foz⸗ 
bare neyther diligence noz meanes to 
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aduaunte his fozce and erect his Camp at 
O. leaus, i oar. , and other places there a⸗ 
bout, wherewith he dillended rowardes 
Poytie, Where vnderſtanding of the com⸗ 

ming of the Lozd 4 4c er inarching with 
the ſuccaures de bꝛaught determined to 
fight with hin, and lo gunder hum to iopne 
with the Pyztace ok Conde, and oz that 
pur pole doparted from er, with, uy, 
thouſand hozſemen x.iti;. enſeignes of fot⸗ 
men, and entred with great tourneys the 
to unc of /ex:2vcux : in like ſozt the Loꝛd 
d Acier marched enery day palling the ry⸗ 
uers ot Ley: aud Ver: in the ſayd toun⸗ 
trep, and ſo the xxv. ok October being ner 
the town of Ver gucuæ ànd lodged in a vil⸗ 
lage called 5 .Chaftre, with the regiments 
of Lang ue as he departed in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning, the Loꝛdes of Montpenſier, Guyſe fg 
Brilsac ſet vpon him both behinde andbe⸗ 
foꝛe, albeit they were repulſed and ſo re⸗ 
tired, the Loꝛde ol Baudine being hurte in 
that (kirmiſde with a harquebulhot in 
the arme. 
Being thus repulſed they went to the 
village not farre fro 7445t:c where were 
lodged the Logocs of Mouuens t Pierre- 
gourde 
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gourde with their companies,from whece 
thei were alſo repulſed bicauſe they were 
ſomewhat entrenched , and lo retired ats 
tending their fotenien whiche were not 
pet come. The UL. d Acier diſpatched pꝛe⸗ 
ſent woꝛd to y Lo2de of Mouuans & Lier- 
regourde by the Loꝛds d Oroſe to fo2tific 
thiſclues within the village, pzomiſing 
them ſuccours all the dap of his ſtrength: 
All the Captapnes were ol opinion to en⸗ 

trenche themſelues within the village, la⸗ 
ning the Loꝛd of Mouuans, who ſpꝛedhim 
ſelfe fozthwith vppon the fields, and then 
made marche fwzth his cariage, and im⸗ 
mediatly after the, ij. regimentes, albeit 
not farre from the village he found thoſe 
that had añailed him in tie moꝛning at⸗ 
tenduig his cõming ready ringed and ler 
in bat ta le: The ſapd Loꝛde of Vouuans 
ſa ing theſe troupes, gathering by their 
view and let oꝛder, their reſolute mynds, 
chaſed lpue hundꝛeth harquehuchers as 
ſoꝛloꝛne hope, whom he tone vppon him 
to leadeagainit the Catholpkes (leauing 
the Loꝛd Vierregourd with their battail.) 
Theſe, after tertepne great and charpe

IF overthrow Jmmediatly vppon the diſarap ok theſe 
ot che L. of foglozne hopes, the tattaili began both to 
7 7 Mouuans & fęare and deute: and being hoatty charged 
. ourde. with thehozſmen and Launces, pearcing 
Om" '  amorcſt the enſeignes, al was diſoꝛdered 
aͤnd put to flight, leauing the ſayd Loꝛdes 
ef Mouuans and Gourde with. v.oꝛ v. hũ⸗ 
dꝛed ſouldiours dead on the place: on the 
Bings ſyde dyed cerfeyne , but none of 
mark, noꝛ in great number: the peaſants 
did both foyle and kill moze pꝛoteſtantes, 
than the ſouldiours.

end all the barquebuſhears bꝛought by 
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within whiche the Loꝛde of the place had 
garriſons of fotemen, whiche greatly ops 
p:efſed thoſe of the Religion , They be⸗ 
ganfozthwith to batter the Towne, and 
ſoby a bzeache,the Towne was taken 
without much refiffannce , albeit thoſe of 
the Caſtel mapntcined the matter ,wher- 
bppon the P2zoteftantes were enfoꝛced to 
anew batterie. Nowe, the Pꝛince hea- 
ring of the Loꝛde d'Aciers commtng to 


Aubeterre, and of his ouerthꝛowe, left all 
their fwtemen with certeyne Coznettes 
of hoꝛ ſmen to cotinue the ſiege, vader the 
charge ol the Loꝛd de Boccard, great mai⸗ 


ſer of their artillerie, and with the reſt of 
their hoꝛſſemen they came to Aubetere. 

The firſt of Nouember the L. Admiral 
with the hoꝛſemẽ of the vauntgard, went 


from Aubeterre to go to Berry, whether 


the Rings bꝛother was come, and to this 


Loꝛde d Acicr, were commaunded to at⸗ 
tende the enterpꝛile of the Admirall,who 
bearing news of y departure of þ enimie 
from p place, retired himſelf to Aubeterre, 

to deliberate with the pꝛinces, + euerp of 
his companie into his quarters, without 
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any thing doing. Their generall and res 
ſolute aduiſe was to purſue the Kings 
b2other where ſoeuer he went , and that 
as neare as might be, the rather to entice 
him to battell, vppon which deuiſe and to 
which effect the armie ſet foꝛ warde in oz⸗ 
derly marche the next moꝛning: the regi⸗ 
ments of Languc doc, Koargues with them 
of the Loꝛde d Oroſe, and the reſte of the 
pꝛouincials were made the vauntgarde, 
the remeynder of the Hauphinoys in the 
mapne battell. 


The Kings bzother in this meane 


whyle haſted to C-.45t«lleraur where the 
reſle of his Armie was aſſcmbled, pur 
ſued continually in the taple by the P2in- 
ces power till they gotte a Village called 
Angiers, two leagues from Chastelle- 
rant, where were lodged parte of their 
fotemen of the vauntgarde. 

The Rings bzother finding great com- 


panies of fotemen and hozflemen alem 


bled at C\-asteleranr, togyther with the 
Suyxers, who bzought ſixteen Canons and 
certeyne Coluerines with fielve pieces, 
determined to entrenche himfeiffirengly 
afoze y town(astndad he did) e tary *

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J Chaunignie, they ſommoned the garde 
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the comming of the Pzinces, Mhereot᷑ 
the loꝛd Admirall the x. of Nouember e⸗ 
ven from the point of the day,renged his 
men of armes in battaile and fquadzons 
hoping to fight, wherofhe diſpatched ſpe⸗ 
die aduertiſement to the other Pzinces 
then at Channignie vpon Vien, who likes 
wiſe ſent towardes him fozthwith the 
harquebuſers of the battell, and them⸗ 
ſelues leading the hozſemen of the ſame 


battell, founde when they were neare 


the place, the Admirall retiring,s could 


not that day geue battaile, whether it 


were by reaſon of the trenches where- 
with the Catholikes campe was ffrong- 
lyenumroned,oz by reaſon of the thicke 
miſtes and cloudes which ſo darkned the 


moꝛning, that hardly one could diſcerne 


an other. 
The Pzinces being thus come atoze 


and garriſon ofthe Caſtell which were, 
foteme, to peld themſelues and charge, 
whereunto they condiſcended without 
difficultie vpon compoſition to departe 
the taſtell, their lines ſaued, which was 
truely perfoꝛmed, euery one bearyng in 
D. . his 
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his hand a white rodd2, and in that ozder 
went to Poytiers. And ſo aſſone as it wag 
purged of the Papiſts, it was burned,to 
the end they (ould not thether returne, 
and bee lmpediments to the paſſage ouer 
Urenne. 

All this whyle the Duke d Aumalle 
was vpon the coaſt and countrey of Lor- 
rae With certeine fozce by him aſſem⸗ 
bledof purpoſe to hinder the entrye of 
ſtraungers into the realme foz the aid of 
the pꝛinces. He vnderſtode that the Lozd 
de la Cloche was paſſing by that Coun⸗ 
trey,to go info Almanie, and was alrea⸗ 
dy vppon the landes of the 18yſhop of 
Straſbourge Mhereupon his fotemen bes 
gan to charge him the. xij. of Nouembze 
in the mozning: the Lo2d dela Cloche 
made val pant reſiſtante, and repulſeddi- 
uers tymes the ſapd charge, greeuing 
great numbers of them.

gone,as neither fozme noz figure remat- 
ned of his being there, the Pzince ſpedde

nauntages of the Pzincesfotemen, aſ- 
well by the multifude and numbers of 
ſhatte which thundzed violently to defev 
their trenches, as alſo that their ho$[e- 
men were alwapes a redy and linguler 


ſuccour to their foteme, which the pꝛin⸗ 


tes hozſemen could not do by reaſon of 
bedges and maine ditches, beſides the 
D.iif, natu⸗ 
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naturall and troubleſome ſituation of 
the place. 

In this ſkirmiſh were bꝛought to the 
earth on both ſides about thꝛee hundzeth 
bodies, and almoſt all foteinen,the num⸗ 
ber notwythſtanding of the dead being 

farre greater ofthe Papiſts than Pꝛote⸗ 
ſtants, whoſe armie being now in great 
nitde to be refreſhed, as bauing had ney⸗ 
ther reſt no; relaſe fo2 two dayes foz 
hoꝛſſe no2 man, cauſed their fofemen to 
marche the mo2aing after to Menigours, 
to recreate themſelues, and iopne with 

the Loꝛd de Boccard, and all the hozſemen 
after they had pꝛeſented themſelues in 


oꝛder of battell at is place where they 


were the day befoze , retired alſo thither 

without any thing doing. 
The Kings bzother after thys ſkir- 
miſhe, toke his wap to Poytiers, and the 
Pꝛinces d2ewe towardes Mirebeau a 
Townein ”0:#o:, foure leagues from 
| Poyrrers, which was rendzed wythout re 
 fiſkance to the Pꝛintes, who with theyz 
armie ſoiourned there aboute eygbte_ 
dapes. 
The Nucene of Navarre being now at 
Kochel, 
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oc he/ wzote to the Qutenes Paieſtie of 
England, tie reaſons of her departure 
from her owne and ſoueraign countreis: 
in the firſt ſhe pꝛeferred the cauſeof Re- 
ligion, ſo oppzeſſed with the inueterate 
and barbarous ty2anmie of the Cardinall 
of Lora:ne. alliſted by people of his owne 
humoz, that thee accompted it ſhame to 
bee numbzed amonalt the kaithkull, if ſhe 
did not oppugne that ho2rible erro2 with 
all ſuch helpes as God would ſturre bp, 
tonkederating her ſelfe and ſonne with 
ſoholy and honozable ſocieties of Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, reſolued (vnder the fauoure of the 
great Godof Armes) to ſpare nepther 
bloud,lyſe noz godes, to cffect ſo blefſed a 
purpoſe. Yer ſecond reaſon(reſemblyng 
alſo the firſt) wasin reſpec ofher Ser- 
utce to the king, making the ruine of the 
church the confuſion of him and his king⸗ 
dome, with whome becauſe ſhe and hir 
ſonne hadde the neareſt affinitie, they 
thoughte it alſo they? firſte and p20 - 
pꝛe office of duetie to intercept ſuche, 
as bſurping vppon the naturall gods 
neſſle and enclpnation of thepz King, 
woulde make r the Authoz of 
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bis owne deftruction, with ſubo2ned i im 
poſition(albeit he is one ot the moſt true 
pꝛinces of the woꝛld) to be a falſer of his 
pꝛomiſe, and that by inuentions of their 
owne contriuing,to infringe the edict of 
pacification, which ſo long as it was pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued, enterteined a topfull peace be⸗ 
twene the king and his faithful ſubtecs, 
and now being broken, doth conuert the 
ſaid fidelitie of his people to a lamenta⸗ 
ble warre, and ſo infozced as there is 
not any one of them which hath not bene 
d:awne into armes by violence. The 
third cauſe, peculiar to her ſelfe & ſonne, 
was, in that ſhe ſawe the auncient ene⸗ 
mies of God + her houſe, with a ſbhame⸗ 
leſſe and perillous malice,bent vtterly 
toerterminate their race: Beſides, as 
ſhe behelde on the one ſide with pitfall 
eyes the Pzinceher bzother, who to el⸗ 
thue the moztal peril pzetended againſt 
him, was conſtrained (afoze bee entred 
into armes) with his biggebellied wife 

and little childzen, to ſearche places of 
ſecuritie and that in ſuch deſolation, as 


the very remembzannceis able to kin⸗ 


dle remozſe in any chziſtian harte: ſo ? 
the

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the other ſide, being credibly infozmed 
ofdiners expeditions and traines to ras 
uiſh from betwene her handes her dere 
and onely ſonne,ſhe could do no leſſe tha 


to imparte her ſelfe and ſonne, with the 
ſaid conſociacio, and to ſhare with them 
in their generall foztunes,accozding to 
the due office and bonde of blod: and pet 
not tovndertake armes to cont ende as 
gainſt heauen (as the god catholikes do 
ſuggeſt) and much leſſe to warre vpon 
the ſoueraigne maieſtie of the king, but 
rather to confront thoſe who with their

About the ende of Nonember the Ad⸗ 
mirall departed from Mirebeau in the 
night, with all the hoꝛſemen and ſhot of

of the ſoueraigne lieuetenaunts campe, 
And being there, he founde in deve the

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dꝛed of them: he was in minde to charge 
their hozſemen which were alſo ther, 
ſauing foz the vehement rayne whichen- 
fozced them toretire to Mirebean, bee 
ſides he had no certaintie whether the 
Pꝛince of Conde were neare enough to 
ſuccoure him o2 not: the ſayte P2ince 
was withdzawne the ſame euening with 
the hoꝛ ſemen and ſhotte of the battell on 
that ſide of the tbr ſteples, thinking 
there to finde certapne other trowpes, 
whereckhe had had aduertiſement, not⸗ 
withſtanding, finding the place abando⸗ 
ned, be bended towardes Auzance, ę met

as the Pꝛince was in a caſtell of the 
Biſhops of Poictiers, Marte a league from 
Mtrebeau, there came to him a Currier 
o2 Feſſenger from the Nucene mother, 
with charge chiefiye to induce him to 
demaunde peace as a matter wherein 
it belonged to him of duetie to pꝛeuent 
his maiceſtie,to whom he aunſwered that 
he was fo2ced to enter into armes as his 
ſureſt warraunte agaynſt the oppꝛelli 


on ok his enemies, and not fo attempte

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any matter pꝛeiudiciall to the Paieſtie 
ropall, oz his ſoueraigne eſtate, whome 
he renerently helde fo2 his king oꝛdap⸗ 
ned of God, beſides, the attempt of hem 
and his, intended no further than to en⸗ 
tertaine a charitable quiete in their con⸗ 
ſcience, a ſafe ererciſe of their religion, 


and laſtlp, a tollerable defence of their 
lives, bonours, and poſſeſſions againſt 


the tranny ofan vngodly Cardinall of 
Lorayne and other the enemies and com⸗ 


mõ troublers of the publtke fate of this 


Kealme, andpzcciſely of the poꝛe p2ofe(s 
ſours of the Goſpell, contrary to the will 
and meanyng ok his Paie ſtie auouched 


by ſo many general edictes and other par⸗ 


ficular expedicions diſcending from him⸗ 
ſelfe : foz which cauſes they reſted vpon 
reſolucionto maintaine perficularly as 
geinſt the ſaid Cardinal & his adherents, 
as the ſpꝛing, rote, oꝛiginal of the ruine 
and thzetning ſubuerſion of the croune, 
and them to purſue as periured 4 infrin⸗ 
gers of the comon faith, coinred enemies 
to this eſtate 4 vnitte of the realme:laſt⸗ 
ly touching himſelf,he hath giue ſufficief 
vote and experience to the whole 9 
; | 0 
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ofhis humble deſire and inclination to 
peace, wherin his facilitie and ready c</ 
ſent toy laſt peace do both beſt appꝛoue 
him, and alſo argue to the wozlde the 
ſtraunge perils offring to wheime him 
and the faction of his religion. And ther⸗ 
foꝛe bicauſe bis maieſty is pzeſently en 
uironned with his enemies, whoſe pꝛin⸗ 
cipall condition is to cloſe his cares a- 
gainlt the lamentable complaintes of 
bis oppꝛeſſed people, he determined to 

be therepozter of their doinges in hys 
owne perſon. 

This was the aunſwer which the 
P2ince gane the meflenger in the Hall 
of the caſtell, and that in the pzeſence of 
a great number of Koꝛdes, knights, gen.

miniſter of the Golpell, taken pꝛiſonner 
in the territozies of the Qutene of Va- 
varre: The caftle after it was taken, the 
ſixth of July, was burnt to the grounde. 
Within two dapes after the Lo2d de 
Mouy entred by compoſition the towne 
of S. genais in Poictou. one cheefe conenant 
in the compoſition was, that the Zowne 
pay ten thouſand Franks, ſo 
that their godes were not put to the pil- 
lage oꝛ ſpoile, wherein they were duely 
delt withall, as they alſo paid frulp their 
monep. You haue heard how the kings 
bother purſued the Pzinces campe inta 
Perigneux, * now ſing (as it ſermed) 
Y.. inte 
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into their ſenerall purpoſes, turned a- 
way, and paſſing by L ymoſin and Berry, 
came into Touraihe. Being at Loche,he 
licenced a great number of his hoz\men, 
to recreate themſelues abꝛode vntill the 
firſt of Dctober , by which occaſion his 
campe ſo diminiſhed,as he had not about 
him of the Frenche nation aboue a thou⸗ 
ſand oz.xij. C. hoꝛſſemen, and very fewe 
fotmen : almoſt all the Captains went 
to reliene andencreaſe their companies, 
The Pꝛinces being aduertiſed, that 
the towne of Chaſteleraut, tonteyned not 
aboue thꝛe ſcoze ſoldiours in garde, diſ⸗ 
patched thither the Lozd dela Loue wyth
